CHILE: UN HUESO DURO DE ROER 


A.mediados de la década de 1960, existia conciencia 


en todos los servicios de inteligencia norteamerica- | 


nos de que Chile era un pais donde la CIA habia conse- 
guido sus mayores éxitos, logrando penetrar en to- 
dos los elementos del gobierno chileno y en los. 
puestos claves de la sociedad “a fin de asegurarse que 
dicha nacién continuara siendo una Republica de- 
mocratica progfesista”. 


Chile era lider mundial de la explotacién del cobre. 
Pero el 80 por ciento de su produccién —el 60 por 


ciento de sus exportaciones globales— estaba en | 


manos de grandes empresas, controladas por firmas 
norteamericanas, como la Anaconda y la Kennecott 
Cooper. Las ganancias de estas multinacionales 
eran enormes. La Anaconda Cooper, solamente, ob- 
tuvo en la década de 1960 beneficios que superaron 
los 500 millones de dolares. ' 


Los estudios sobre la distribucién de ingresos 
mostraban claramente la fragilidad de esa democra- 
cia chilena. El 28 por ciento del pueblo —que estaba 
en el estrato mas bajo de la escala economica— reci- 
bia el 4,8 por ciento de los ingresos nacionales tota- 
les, mientras un grupo privilegiado que no represen- 
taba siquiera el dos por ciento de la poblacion, se 
quedaba con el 45.9-por ciento de los itigresos. 


Seguin la versién norteamericana, la amenaza mas 
significativa era Salvador Allende Gossens, miem- 
bro del Partido Socialista, (quien habia sido el candi- 
dato derrotado en las elecciones de 1958 y 1964) yen 
cuya plataforma politica se propugnaba la reforma 
agraria, la nacionalizacién de las industrias princi- 
pales (especialmente el cobre), la relaci6n mas es- 
trecha con los paises socialistas y la redistribucion 
de los ingresos. _ ; 


En 1958, Allende habia sido derrotado por menos 
de un tres por ciento por Jorge Alessandri, un ultra- 
conservador, fuertemente apoyado por las multina- 
cionales estadounidenses. 
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cas izquierdistas. 


En 1964, la batalla electoral la libré contra Eduar- 
do Frei, del Partido Democrata Cristiano. En esa oca- 
sidn la influencia de Estados Unidos fue mucho ma- 
yor de lo que se dio a conocer publicamente. A tra- 
vés de la A.D. (Agency for International Develop- 
ment) los norteamericanos canalizaron por lo menos 


. 20 millones de délares en apoyo de la candidatura a 
Frei. 


Una inmensa fortuna que provenia de-la AID y de 
la CIA se distribuyé —con pleno conocimiento de los 
gobiernos de Washington y Santiago-, entre las or- 
ganizaciones catdlico-romanas, “cuyo objetivo pri- 
mordial era oponerse al protestantismo y el comu- 
nismo”. ; 

El principal contacto de la CIA y las multinaciona- 
les era la organizacion de Agustin Edwards, intimo 
amigo de Donald M. Kendall (director de la Pepsi Co- 
la) y duefio del periédico conservador “EI Mercurio”, 
foco de la oposicién a la izquierda. 


La pesadilla de las empresas norteamericanas era 


‘la posible nacionalizacién de sus redituables subsi- 


diarias chilenas. Un paso que ya habia dado timidd- 
mente Frei, que hasta 1967 habia adquirido el 51 por 
ciento de la Kennecott y el 25 por ciento de la Ana- 
conda. : 

No obstante, durante los afios de gobierno demo- 


‘cristiano habia repuntado la actividad empresarial 


norteamericana y la CIA habia operado con total im- 
punidad, tratando de reprimir las actividades politi- 


Aun asi, la Casa Blanca temia que para 1970 los 
democristianos eligieran un candidato aun mas pro- 
gresista (ya en 1969 Frei habia restablecido sus rela- 
ciones comerciales con Cuba). 
Richard Nixon empez6 su magistratura con un pro- 
fundo resentimiento hacia Eduardo Frei. Las ten- 
dencias “izquierdistas” del presidente chileno y los 
intentos, aunque débiles, de nacionalizar las empre- 
sas de cobre norteamericanas a finales de la década 
del 60 eran suficiente justificacidn.

“This wasn't supposed to happen. It was a real blow. 
All of a sudden the pudding blew up on the stove.” 


Henry Kissinger, Nixon, the CIA and all the men of 
confidence engaged in secret operations to prevent the 
election of Allende were left dumbstruck by his triumph in 
Chile on 4 September 1970, which hit Washington like a 
bomb. ; 


According to his confidential aide,Radford, Admiral 
Robinson and his superiors were “wringing. their 
' hands’over Chile “almost as if they (the Chileans) were an 
errant child.” Over the next few weeks, Radford saw many 
sensitive memoranda and options papers as the 
bureacracy sought to prevent Allende from taking office. 
Among the options was a proposal to assassinate Allende. 


One options paper “discussed various ways of doing it,” 
Radford remembers. “Either we have somebody in the 
country do it or we do it ourselves. | was stunned; | was 
aghast. It stuck in my mind so much because for the ‘first 
time in my life | realized that my government actively was 
involved in planning to kill people.” ~ ; 


CHILE: A HARD NUT TO CRACK 


By the mid-1960s Chile had become widely known in the 
American intelligence services as one of the CIA's 
outstanding success stories. The Agency had managed to 
penetrate all elements of Chilean government, politics, and 
society and took credit for insuring that Chile remained a 
progressive democratic nation. : 


Chile was a world leader in the mining of copper, but 80 
percent of its production — 60 percent of all exports from 
Chile — was in the hands of large of corporations mostly 
controlled by U.S. firms, most prominently Anaconda and 
Kennecott Copper. Profits for the American firms were 
enormous: During the 1960s, for example, Anaconda 
Copper earned $500 million on its investments. 


By 1968, studies clearly showed the fragility of this 
Chilean democracy. At that time, 28.3 percent of the 
Chilean people at the bottom of the economic scale took in 
4.8 percent of the national income, while the 2 percent of 
the population at the top received 45.9 percent of the 
income.

The most significant threat to Chilean democracy, in the 
view of American policy makers, was Salvador Allende 
Gossens, a member of the Socialist Party, who had 
unsuccessfully run for president in 1958 and 1964 on a 
platform that advocated land reform nationalization of 
major industries (especially copper), closer relations with 
socialist and communist countries, and redistribution of 
income. , ‘ 


In 1958, Allende had lost the presidential election by less 
than 3 percent to Jorge Alessandri Rodriguez, an 
archconservative who was strongly pro-business and was 
heavily backed by American corporations. 

The presidential elections of 1964 came down to a battle 
between Allende and Eduardo Frei Montalva, representing 
the Christian Democractic Party. 

The United States’ influence on the 1964 election was 
more extensive than has been publicly reported. At least 
$20 million in support of the Frei candidacy was funneled 
into Chile by the United States through the Agency for 
International Development (AID). 

Millions of dollars in AID and CIA funds were allocated, 
with the full knowledge of the Chilean and United States 
governments, to Roman Catholic organizations throughout 
the country whose objective was to oppose Protestantism 
and communism. 


The principal contact in Chile for the CIA as well as for the 
American corporations was the organization of Augustin 
Edwards, a close friend of Kendall’s who was the owner of 
the conservative E/ Mercurio newspaper chain in Chile and 
a focal point for the opposition to the left. 


The most profound issue for the American corporations 
was the threat of possible nationalization of their profitable 
subsidiaries in Chile. By 1967, the Frei regime had 
purchased 51 percent of Kennecott’s Chilean company 
and 25 percent.of the Chilean Anaconda firm. 


Frei's reforms did not affect other industries; and there 
was a general increase of American business activity and 
the CIA continued to operate at will throughout the country, 
primarily seeking to repress leftist political activities. Even 
so, the White House feared that the Christian Democrats 
would choose an even more liberal candidate in 1970. In 


- 1969, Frei had reestablished trade relations with Cuba. 


Richard Nixon entered office with a profound dislike for 
Eduardo Frei. The Chilean President's movement to the 
left and his attempts, albeit feeble, to nationalize the 
American copper companies in the late 1960s were 
justification enough, but Nixon had another reason: 
Eduardo Frei was a Kennedy man, a social liberal who had 
risen to prominence with the aid of the Kennedys. 


KISSINGER FROWNS 


Any doubts in the Frei government about its standing 
with the White House were removed after an unusual face- 
fo-face confrontation at a June 1969 meeting of Latin 
American ministers in the White House. There, Gabriel 
Valdés, Frei's Minister spoke “of the impossibility of dealing 
with the United States within the framework of inter- 
American relations; the differences in power were too 
great.” 


Nixon was caught off guard and Kissinger frowned. At 
one point in his talk, Valdés said that Latin America was 
sending back 3.8 dollars for every dollar in American aid. 
Valdés reported, “Kissinger was looking at me as if! were a 
strange animal.” The next afternoon, Kissinger asked for a 
meeting with Vaidés which he began by declaring, “Mr. 
Minister, you made a strange speech. You come here 
speaking of Latin America, but this is not important. 
Nothing important can come from the South. History has 
never been produced in the South. The axis of history starts 
in Moscow, goes to Bonn, crosses over to Washington, and 
then goes to Tokyo. What happens in the South is of no 
importance. You're wasting your time”.

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“I said,” Valdes recalls, “Mr. Kissifger, you know nothing 
of the South.” “No,” Kissinger answered, “and | don’t care.” 
At that point, Valdés, astonished and insulted, told 
Kissinger: “You are a German Wagnerian. You are a very 
arrogant man.” . 


Kissinger with his long and varied experience in the 
world of clandestine operations, was able to assert almost 
total control over the intelligence community soon after he 
joined the Nixon Administration. His bureaucratic device 
was a high-level group known as the 40 Committee, 
formally chaired by Kissinger which was, in theory, 
responsible for approving all sensitive covert operations by 
the CIA; it also ‘supervised and monitored many 
intelligence-gathering activities by the armed forces. 


Kissinger and Nixon treated it as an office to be utilized or 
ignored at will. In Chile, for example, the CIA was ordered 
to conduct its activities aimed at overthrowing or 
assassinating Allende without any knowledge or 
involvement of the 40 Committee members, with the 
exception of Kissinger and Mitchell. 


GETTING DOWN TO WORK 


In April 1969, the CIA warned that a major campaign to 
influence the 1970 elections would not succeed unless the 
CIA station in Santiago could begin assembling paid 
operatives in various political parties. No diréct action was 
taken, the records show, until a 40 Committee meeting on 
March 25, 1970, at which time $135.000 for anti-Allende 
Propaganda efforts was approved. On June 27, the 40 
Committee approved an additional outlay of $300,000. 


It was at this meeting that Kissinger said: “! don't see why 
we need to stand by and watch a country go Communist 
due to the irresponsibility of its own people.” 2 


What the 40 Committee did approve in March and June 
was a series of anti-Allende “spoiling” operations — as they 
became known in the intelligence community — that used 
the media and right-wing civic groups to plant alarming 
allegations against the Allende political coalition, known as 
Popular Unity. “pet Ns 

By 1970, according to data compiled by. the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, the CIA was subsidizing two wire 
services and a right-wing newspaper, whose views were so 
extreme as to “alienate responsible conservatives.” 


In April, according to documents made available by 
Korry, the U.S. embassador in Santiago, members of the 
Council of the Americas approched the State Department 
and offered to give at least $500,000 to Alessandri’s 
campaign. The Council’s cash offer had a condition: The 
funds would be contributed only if, as in 1964, the CIA also 
invested a significant amount of money in the Alessandri 
campaign. Edward Korry objected strongly. In a secret 
cable, Korry warned that such interference would be 
impossible to cloak and would lead to serious problems for 
the'United States if discovered. 

Korry’s opposition was instrumental in the State 
Department's rejection of the Council's offer. However, it 
does need to be pointed out that Korry was fiercely anti- 
Communist and anti-Allende: his dramatic, inflammatory 

. cables warming of the dangers that Allende posed to 
American national security interests were legendary 
throughout the State Department. One State Department 


Official said: “If you didn't believe in Karry's concept of free — 


enterprise, you were a Commie.” Although Korry agreed 
enthusiastically with the CIA that a major propaganda 
ig Set was needed to counter the growing drift to the left 
in Chile, he insisted that the propaganda be anti- 
Communist in nature — and not pro-Alessandri. 

ITT and its president, Harold Geneen, were still 
determined to give money to Alesandri's Campaign. But 
Geneen, obviously aware of- Korry's rejection of the 
Council's proposal in April, avoided the American Embassy 
in Santiago and worked directly with the highest levels in 
Washington. The ITT men were considered “assets” of the

CIA, and were described by special code names in 
encoded Agency communications. Geneen did authorize 
at least one large contribution that summer from ITT to the 
Alessandri campaign, a payment of at least $350,000 that 
the firms did not make public unti! 1976, after the Senate 
Intelligence Committee discovered it. However, no 
evidence has been found directly linking Kissinger or Nixon 
to personal knowledge of the I support, but some senior 
officials in the White House surely had to know. It is 
inconceivable to believe otherwise. 


ITT’s money did not help. The boom fell on September 4. 
Salvador Allende defied the opinion polls and won the 
Chilean election by 39,000 votes. : 


An official who was on duty that day recalls: “The CIA had 
had its nose rubbed in the dirt in Chile. We had staked our 
reputation on keeping Allende out. Alessandri’s loss hurt 
the CIA's standing (inthe White House) and its pride. They 
just couldn't put up with Allende. He became part ofa 
personal vendetta. They'd gone so far and got out on a 
limb.” 


Korry was also upsat at Allende’s victory in the popular 
election. He filed a dramatic cable noting metaphorically 
that he could “hear the tanks rumbling under my window” 
as Allende's socialism began to take over Chile. “There is 
no reason to believe that the Chilean armed forces will 
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ta y antiallendista. Sus cabies cramaticos e in- 
flamados e1 los que advertia sobre el peligro que 
representaba Allende para “ia seguridad nacio- 
nal norteamericana” eran legendazios.

That was not what Nixon and Kissinger wanted to hear: 
“Nixon was beside himself,” Kissinger wrote, adding that 
the President blamed the State Department and Korry “for 
the existing state of affairs.” 


There is compelling evidence that Nixon's tough stance 


against Allende in 1970 was principally shaped by his 
concern for the future of the American corporations whose 
assets,he believed, would be seized by an Allende 
government. His intelligence agencies, however, reported 
that Allende posed no threat to national security. Nixon's 
anger at failing his corporate benefactors was passed 
directly on to Kissinger. Kissinger, many on his staff recall, 
.Seemeéd to be less interested in corporate well-being than 
in pleasing Nixon. “While he was their servant 
ideologically,” declared an official. 


The same official continued, “! don’t think anybody ever 
fully grasped that Henry saw Allende as being a far more 
serious threat than Castro. If Latin America ever became 
unraveled, it would never happen with a Castro. Allende 
was a living example of democratic social reform in Latin 
America.” : 


Kissinger told a group of midwestern reporters in 
Chicago “/ have yet to meet somebody who firmly believes 
that if Allende wins there is likely to be another free election 
in Chile.” 


Convinced that the domino theory was true for Latin 
America, he went on to say, “..(/)n a major Latin American 
country you would have a Communist government, joining, 
for example, Argentina, which is already deeply divided, 
along a long frontier, joining Peru, which has already been 
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heading in directions that have been difficult to deal with, 
and joining Bolivia, which has also gone in a more leftist, 
anti-U.S. direction...So | do not think we should delude 
ourselves that an Allende take-over in Chile would not 
present massive problems for us, and for democratic 
forces in Latin America, and indeed to the whole Western 
Hemisphere.” 


On September 8, Kissinger chaired a meeting of the 40 
Committee at which he, Helms, and Mitchell agreed “that a 
Military (coup) against Allende would have very little 
chance of success unless undertaken soon.” Kissinger 
ordered Korry to prepare a “cold-blooded assessment’ of 
“the pros and cons and problems and prospects involved 
should a Chilean military coup be organized now with U.S. 
assistance...” Korry’s answer came back on September 12: 
The possiblities for such an event were “nonexistent.” 


Until the election was endorsed by the Chilean Congress 
all the efforts of Nixon and the CIA concentrated on keeping 
Allende out of the presidential seat. Apparently they even 
considered murder. In his testimony to the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, Heims said he {eft the Oval Office 
meeting with the “impression...that the President came 
down very hard...that he wanted something done, and he 
didn’t much care how and that he was prepared to make 
money available.” Asked specifically by Senator Gary Hart, 
Democrat of Colorado, whether assassination was 
included, Helms responded carefully: “Well, net in my 
mind...1 had already made up my mind that we weren't 
going to have any of that business when ! was director 
(emphasis added).”

Heims told the associate that there was no 
doubt in his mind what Nixon meant. 


Out of Nixon’s meeting on September 15 emerged what 
the CIA would later call the “two-track” approach. Track | 
would include anti-Allende propaganda. Track |i was to be 
kept secret from Korry, the State Department, and even the 
40 Committee. 


It was to be an American coup carried out by Chileans. 
The CIA reached deep into its resources to perform what 
many of its senior officers believed was a real-life “Mission 
Impossible". The Agency had to increase its direct 
involvement with leading members of opposition groups 
and provide arms, money and promises in support of a 
coup d'état. CIA contact was immediately intensified with 
two separate groups of military plotters whose members, 
just two days before the October 24 election, ambushed 
and assassinated General - Schneider, a _ strong 
constitutionalist, in hopes of creating a climate for more 
violence. 


In truth, this execution was the result of the fact that the 
CIA had previously contacted Schneider to propose that he 
lead the coup, the general had refused. Panic spread inthe 
Intelligence Aqency fearful that, as an act of patriotism, 
Schneider might inform Allende that the CIA was 
conspiring against him. A few days earlier, a CIA agent, 
operating inside Chile with a false passport and a carefully 
constructed “cover”, had passed thousands of dollars to a 
fanatical right-wing military officer whose declared aim was 
to murder Allende. 


It is known that men closely associated with the Mafia 
participated in the so-called Track II, although they were 
authenticated as CIA agents. 


Headed by Roberto Viaux, a heterogenous group of 
extreme rightwing terrorists with a vitriolic hatred of 
Allende, joined forces with ex-Captain Arturo Marshal. The 
American intelligence operatives stationed in Chile 
considered Viaux and his associate, Marshal, unstable and 
impossible to control. Marshal had gone so far as to tell 
supporters privately that he would assassinate Allende it 
given a chance — threats that led Allende’s advisers to urge 
him, unsuccessfully, to wear a bullet-proof vest. ; 


Another group, headed by General Camilo Valenzuela, 
commander of the main army garrison in Santiago, was 
composed of moderate conservatives on active duty in the 
Army and Navy. ° 


In a message to Kissinger dated October 9, Korry again 
warned: “I think any attempt on our part actively to 
encourage a coup could lead us to a Bay of Pigs failure. | 
am appalled to discover that there is liaison for terrorists 
and coup piotting...1- have ‘neyer been consulted or 

_ informed of what, if any, role the United Sates may have.” 
Korry further told Kissinger that he and his senior Foreign 
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Service aides in the embassy in Santiago had reason to 
suspect that an anti-Allende coup was being plotted by the 
CIA with the Patria y Libertad, an extreme right-wing 
civilian group that advocated violent action. If this was true, 
Korry added, such efforts would not be successful and 
“would be an unrelieved disaster for the United States and 
for the President. Its consequences would be to strongly 
reinforce Allence now and in the future.” : 


Korry, by his warning to Kissinger and Nixon, had thrown 
a monkey wrench into Track II. Now the President and his 
top adviser could not deny any knowledge of the CIA's 
activities if something went wrong. 


In his memoirs, Kissinger refers to the plans for the coup: 
“When | ordered coup plotting turned off on October 15, 
1970, Nixon, Haig, and | considered it the end of both Track 
| and Track Il. The CIA personnel in Chile apparently 
thought the order applied only to Viaux; they feit they were 
free to continue with the second plotters (led by 
Valenzuela).” 


However, one of the problems in dealing with fanatics is 
their fanaticism. The CIA station in Santiago informed 
headquarters that the White House’s words of caution had 
been passed to Viaux but Viaux couldn't have cared Jess. 
He informed his contact that it did not matter what the CIA 
did, since he and his cohorts had decided to proceed with 
the coup. 


The military courts eventually: convicted Viaux of 
kidnaping and conspiring to cause a military coup for his 
role in the Schneider siaying; Valenzuela was convicted of 
the single charge of conspiring to cause a coup. 


BECAUSE KISSINGER WANTED IT 

After the failure to stop Allende’s election, the next step 
was economic: The administration would stop the flow of 
financial aid and loans from as many sources as possible, 
in an effort to cripple Chile's economy and force Allende out 
of office. The President ordered the following steps to be 
taken: to. exclude further financing assistance of 
guarantees for United Sates private investments in Chile: - 
to determine the extent to which existing guarantees and 
financing arrangements could be terminated or reduced: to ~ 
bring influence to bear in international financial institutions 
to limit credit or other financing assistance to Chile; and to 
assure that United States private business interests having 
investments or operations in Chile were made aware of the 
concern with which the United States Government viewed 
the Government of Chile and the restrictive nature of the - 
policies which the United States Government intended to 
follow. 


Nixon had authorized an economic death knell for Chile. 
In the next few weeks, Kissinger took charge of a series of 
interagency meetings to work out the policy of economic 
retaliation. 


By late 1971, there were almost daily contacts with the 
Chilean military and almost daily reports of coup plotting. 
By then, too, the station in Santiago was collecting the kind 
of information that would be essential for a military 
dictatorship in the days following a coup ~ lists of civilians to 
be arrested. those to be provided with protection, and. 
government installations to be occupied immediately. 

Many of these facts will never be found in any document, 
nor will eye-witnesses be found, nor letters of the directives 

trom Washington to murder Salvador Allende. 


In these interviews almost all of those involved denied 
knowledge of such plans. The high circles of the CIA said 
purely and simply that the planning was begun in the fail of 
1970...because “Henry wanted it.” 


A week before “D’ day, Washington’s contacts with 
Santiago were abruptly interrupted. It was known that in the 
next few days the streets of Santiago would run with 
blood...and the White House did not want to appear 
responsible.

me Paramaribo, Oct.1983 — - Suriname is on the eve 
of the formation of a unity movement to be proclaimed 
in November when the country will celebrate its eighth year 
of independence. 


Never before has the case for national unity been more 
important in the history of this young nation with its multi- 
racial society — a nation which rid itself from the yoke of 
colonialism on November 25,1975 -— a nation which 
moulded its own destiny just under five years after attaining 
political independence on February 25,1980 when the final 
chapter of the struggle for liberation was signalled by a 
popular revolution when a group of young non- 
commissioned officers took state-power. In the past three 
and a half years the revolutionary process in Suriname, 
under the leadership of Lt. Col. Dese Bouterse, has taken 
definite shape and profiled itself as anti-imperiaiist. 


The disclosure in the first week of June 1983 of a sinister 
conspiracy by the Reagan administration and the CIA to 
invade Suriname with mercenaries to overthrow the 
government brought Surinamers together on the broadest 
base possible: the love for their country. This was 
demonstrated later that month on “BRASA DEE” (Day of 
Embracement) when the people turned out in full force and 
made the event the largest gathering of the population at 
any one time in the history of the country. It was a gathering 
that represented every section of the Surimanese 
population. 


Only a few weeks from another anniversary 
of the Independence of Suriname, the people 
are in the street in support of Commander 
Desi Bouterse's revolutionary government.

Brasa Dee 1983 was a truy historic event for it also 
marked several milestones in the country’s history, like the 
50th anniversary of the 2xpulsion of national hero Anton De 
Kom, ‘he 100th anniversary of the first arrival of-indentured 
laborers from India aid the 120th anniversary of the 
abolisiment of slavery n Suriname. 


The enthusiasm displayed by the mammoth gathering 
on June 30th this year can in no uncertain terms be 
regarded as an answer to tie continuing oropaganda 
destanilization from abroad and the U.S. plans to topple the 
government, 


“We are demonstrati1g today to the world that we clo not 
want any interference in our internat. affairs, and that we 
can solve our own problems”, thus Commancer Bouterse 
worced the spirit of the masses. It was in his speech for the 
occasion of Brasa Dee that the Surinamese revolutionary 
leade’ announced the formaticn of “Unity Movement of the 
25th of February” before long.

We have taken the liberty of choosing the title which 
precedes this editoria: note because we consider it the 
most appropriate at this time when the Reagan 
administration has deployed all its military machinery in 
order to try to force a people lixe that of Nicaragua to yield. 
A people who, for the iirst time in decades, have begur to 
know the light of liberty after having lived in the obscurity of 
expicitation by that same government which. using its 
international financia! mechanisms, 's politically and 
economically strangling all cur nations. 


A, n the “Agreement over certain activities of the 
Jnited States of Americz. in the Republic cf Panama” 
which is part of the Carter-Torrijos Treaty, appears the 
understanding that “aver and above the activities cirectly 
related to the specific goals” of the agreement, the United 
States could carry out “certain other activities, such as 
those connected with meteoroiogy, telecommunicaticns, 
navigation and oceanography, tests to “determine tropical 
effects” and “instruction of Latin American rnilitary 
personnel” (section e, article 1), which would enable the 
United States to use “installations inside defense sites, 
areas of military coordination and, where mutually 
acceptable, other areas of the Republic of Panama.” 


Article 4, the last in this “agreement”, provides that 
charges “in the previously listed activities" could be 
arranged through the “Joint Committee” created by the 
“Agreement” for the execution of Article IV of the Panama 
Canal Treaty. Furthermore, it provides that: “This 
agreement will come into effect at the same time as the 
Panama Canal Treaty and will expire at the same time as 
the aforementioned “Treaty, stipulating however, that the 
right of the United States to offer study courses to Latin 
American military personnel in the U.S. Army School of the 
Americas, will expire five years after the Panama Canal 
Treaty comes into effect, unless the two governments 
agree differently”. (1) 


Since the Carter-Torrios Treaty, erdorsed in 
Washington 7 September +977, came into effect on 1 
October 1979, it follows that unless the parties “agree 
differently” the Union will have to cancel the “Rogues 
School” on 30 September 19334. We doubt that Washington 
will give up this instrumen: of regional power. On the 
contrary, the allusions of’ Reagan's officials suggest a 
definite intention to keep for the United States this 

_ invaluable resource that hasi yielded so much profit since 
1950 until the present day in the name of Western and 
Chr stian civilization. 


We recall the famous observation made in 1962 by the 
then Defense Secretary, Robert S. McNamara, which after 
twa decades has not lost its postulate character: 


“Probably the principal crofit from our investment of 
military aid comes from the training of selected officers and 
key specialists in our military schools and training centers 
in the United States and overseas. These students are 
chosen by their countries to become instructors on their 
return. They are the future leaders, the men who will nave 
the knowledge and who will impartit to their forces. [do not 
need to.emphasize tne value of having men with first nand 
krcwledge of how North Americans operate and think in 
positions of leaders ip. It ts inv aluable for us to have these 
men as our friends.” (2) 


~he specialist, Edwin Lieuwen, auther of one of the 
pioneering texts on Latin American military personnel, was 
no less explicit on this point. He, before McNamara, 
explained the mechanism for harnessing the Latin 
Ar erican military class; in the following manrier: 
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nuestras escuelas militares y centros de adiestra- 
miento en Estados Unidos y ultramar. Estos estu- 
diantes son seleccionados por sus paises para con- 
vertirse en instructores a su regreso. Son los futuros 
lideres, los hombres que tendran los conocimientos 
y los impartiran a sus fuerzas. No necesito destacar 
el valor de tener en posiciones de liderazgo a hom- 
bres con un conocimiento de primera mano de cémo 
hacen los norteamericanos las cosas y como pien- 
san.

No menos preciso a este respecto fue el estudioso 
Edwin Lieuwen, autor de uno de los textos pioneros 
sobre los militares latinoamericanos, quien antes 
que McNamara explico del modo siguiente el meca- 
nismo de captacién del estamento castrense lati- 
noamericano:

El programa de misiones (Military Assis- 
tance Program — Programa de Ayuda Militar), por

On the one hand, 
officers and non-commissioned officers are trained in the 
School of the Americas; on the other, training is imparted in 
other units and institutions on the United States own 
terrtory, and that of Puerto Fiico; and thirdly, the links of the 


. Nec-colonialist ritual are oiled through the missions that the 


Pentagon sends to Latin Arrerican countries. 


Although the preceeding description does not exhaust 
the list.of the series of connections encornpassed by that 
whicn Washington understands by “hemispheric liriks”, itis 
easy to imagine its importance from reading Table I, which 
indicates the number of Lati1 American military personnel 
trained by the United States in its military schools during 
the last thirty years. It can also be dediiced that the ‘igure of 
82,965 military personne! mentioned in Table | (fiscal years 
1950-79) should easily exceed the figure of 90,000 in 1982. 
Arc with regard to those who received instruction in the 
ISARSA, specifically in Fort Gullick - see Tabie Il — it is 
significant, amongst other relevent data, that while the 
numbers of Saivadorans trained during the fiscal years 
1976-80 was 36, in the fiscal year 1981 it should jump to 
more than 1,500, and in 1982 to almost 2,000, even taking 
into account the possible manipulation of figures, obviously 
reduced so as to diminish their impact — something which 
the Pentagon has been accused of doing. (4) 


Table ll, provided by Michael T. Klare and Cynthia 
Arnsoan, is unusual in that it records the special training 
courses, which involve careful selection of scholarship 
holders rather than indiscriminate admission. The 
specializations are as follows:

in the bourgecis history of Latin America 
outstanding men have frequently been victim of 
distortions. If it does not suit Cuban counter- 
revolutionaries, toclay concentrated in Miarni, to 
remember Marti's anti-North American judgements, 
and if the successive Uruguayan oligarchies never 
gave their cadastral authorization to the property 
titles that Artigas wanted distributed amongst the 
blac<s, the indo-neyros, and the poor creales, then 
why would the champions of pan-Americanism not 
slanzer the Liberator, inventing pronouncements 
which he never expressed?

A pesar de toda la historia-ficcidn que han 
compaginado y seguiran proponiendo los lega- 
tarios del voraz James G. Blaine (quien en 1889 
convoco la primera Conferencia Panamericana 
reunida en Washington), el panamericanismo 
no figuro en aquel vasto proyecto politico de 
Bolivar. 


Vincular al Libertador con ese posterior y leo- 
nino estatuto, es una trampa sutil, vero vale la 
pena recordar que esta en abierta contradic- 
cidn con todas sus cartas o discursos que se 
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support in him, attributing to Bolivar the objective of 
having wanted the United States to meet with the 
nations which had just liberated themselves from 
Spanish domination in the Amphictyonic Congress of 
Panama (1826). 


As in all well-mounted historical lies, there is an 
element of truth in this tale, in that Bolivar did indeed 
call this Congress. The slight difference is that he 
was not only against the inclusion of the United 
States in the convocation, but that when Santander, 
abusing his authority as vice - president of Colombia 
and true to his pro-North American attitude, included 
the United States in the convocation, Bolivar wrote to 
him without euphemisms on 21, October, 1825: | 
don’t think that the Americans should be in the 
Isthmus Congress. 


He later added in considerably tougher language: | 
have never ventured to tell you what ! think of your 
messages, which | well know are perfect, but | don’t 
like them because they resemble those of the 
President of the haggling Americans. | hate that 
rotter, so much so, that | would not like it said that a 
Colombian did anything like them. 


And if that were not enough, when days /ater he 
was informed that the United States’ delegate, 
Anderson, had died on his journey to Panama and 
that another representative, named Sargeant, had 
arrived at the Congress late, he wrote again to 
Santander: | am very glad that the United States are 
not entering the Federation. 


Four troubled years passed before Bolivar 
mentioned in a letter to Colonel Patricio Campbell 
that: The United States seems destined by 
providence to plague Latin America with misery in the 
name of liberty. 


What is beyond question is Bolivar’s obsession 
concerning the union of the peoples of Southern 
America (as present day Latin America was then 
called) as the only way of consolidating the complex 
bundle of ex-colonies. 


In his famous Letter from Jamaica (6 September, 
1815), he wrote: It is a magnificent idea to try to form 
a single nation from the whole of the new world with a 
single bond which would link their parts to the whole: 
and later, union is that which we lack to complete the 
work of our generation; and finally this union will not 
come through divine prodigies, but rather through 
tangible effects and well directed efforts. 


However in all these projects and callings for unity 
Bolivar always talked of Southern America (just as 
Marti would of Our America, 75 years later), a term 
that automatically left the United States excluded 
from the Bolivarian appeal. 


In spite of all the history-fiction that has been 
compiled and will continue to be put forward by the 
heirs of the voracious James G. Blaine (who in 1889 
called the first Pan-American Conference to meet in 
Washington), pan-Americanism did not feature in 
Bolivar’s vast political project. 


To link the Liberator with that later one-sided 
statute is a subtle pitfall, but it is as well to recall that 
this is in open contradiction with all his letters and 
speeches which approach the theme.

THE UNITED STATES LEGALIZES TERRORISM 


Commandant Ortega, itis a secret to nobody that the 
Somocist counter-revoiutionary bands grouped in the 
FDN are financed by the CIA. President Ronald Reagan 
himself has described its members as “defenders of 
freedam”. Within this context, does not this threat that 
the Somocist counter-revolutionaries have made 
against the oil tankers from Mexico on their way to 
Nicaragua constitute a crime of terrorism sanctioned 
by international laws, and is not the North American 
government involved inasmuch as they are the ones 
who finance these bands? 


| think there is no doubt but what this is an act of 
international terrorism, and one can hear how the Voice of 
America presents and treats its friends, Mr. Calero 
Portacarrero and Mr. Edgar Chamorro. and we know what 
the Voice of America is, and President Reagan has 
described these delinquents as champions of freedom. 


Thus, when the North American government approves 
. covert operations. when the North American senate 
recently approved 19 miilion doilars more for the CIA to 
continue operating against Nicaragua, we know that this 
money is for the forces led by these men. Calero and 
Chamorro. And if these forces, among other things, decide 


a AR EE IE 


to act against the Mexican ships that bring oil to Nicaragua, 
we must not think that this is a unilateral action, an innocent 
action. CIA direction is clearly involved; it is the CIA that has 
decided to attack oil supplies to Nicaragua. This must be 
understood not only as an attack on Nicaragua, but also as 
an attack on Mexico. The attitude of the CIA towards 
Mexico is also understandable, inasmuch as Mexico has 
been characterized by its concern about the Central 
American problem, by its concern over seeking an 
agreement in the region, its concern to promote a dialogue 
between the United States and Nicaragua, and now it is an 
active part of the Contadora Group. 


Thus it must be said clearly that the United States is 
carrying out terrorism, it is trying to legalize terrorism in the 
region, and with this it is extending its acts of aggression 
beyond the Central American region. 


REAGAN AGAINST THE WORLD 


You denounced in your General Assembly speech 
the fact that at the present moment in Africa, Asia, the 
Middie East, Latin America, the Caribbean, and 
particularly in Central America, the United States is 
carrying forward a policy that is clearly interventionist 
and aggressive. Doesn't this offer grounds for thinking 
that this Reagan administration is confronting all the 
peopies of the world? 


| think itis clear that the Reagan administration's attitude 
is hegemonic in the military order, hegemonic in the 
economic order, and this leads it to confront peoples, 
Particularly in developing countries which in these 
moments are being submitted to acts of military violence 
and acts of economic violence. Two things are important to 
point out, because the confrontation takes place in two 
fields: through the international instruments that the United 
States moves in an attempt to subdue peaples in the 
economic order, and also in the military field in the different 
foci of tension that the United States has historically 
supported and which it is now trying to define, once and for 
all, by military means. But we know that this is a situation 
that complicates North American politics; they are actions 
destined to impose a greater quota of sacrifice on peoples, 
but they are also destined to fail. 


THE REAL PERSPECTIVES 


In a situation as delicate as that which the world 
presently experiences owing to the hostile and 
arrogant policy of the United States toward ail nations 
that do not identify with its anti-democratic positions, 
what real perspectives exist, in your judgement, for an 
advance in negotiations to maintain peace in Central 
America, and at the same time, world peace? 


We fee! that the entire world situation, and therefore the 
regional situation as well, is deteriorating, is moving toward 
increasing tension and therefore toward the possibility of a 
nuclear controntation. This is completely evident and we 
believe there is preoccupation in the world. In the first 
piace, we have pointed out that the first victims when the 
hour strikes, or at these moments of world tension, will be 
ourselves, will be regions like ours, will be countries like 
ours, which are exposed to policies of greater 
aggressiveness. In fact, the Reagan administration has 
taken advantage of this situation of tension to win Senate 
approval of the 19 million dollars for covert CIA actions 
against Nicaragua and it is seeking approval of a multi- 
million doilar appropriation for the year 1984 to continue 


‘covert operations. 


But | was saying that there is preoccupation in the world. 
The mobilizations that have taken place all year long in 
Europe must not be underestimated. The Western 
European people have mobilized themselves ail year long 
protesting against the arms race, protesting against the 
emplacement of missiles, because both things signify 
greater tension. There is preoccupation as well in the

all this international climate of Western European countries 
as well as that of the developing countries and peoples of 
other continents, such as the Japanese, for example, are 
demanding a firm attitude on the part of all those 
governments to hait the arms escalation and the search for 
military supremacy in which they are engaged because of 
the policies of the North American administration. ‘ 


This movement of world opinion is not limited to the 
regions | mentioned, but logically, when we speak of 
developing countries we must not underestimate the role 
that is played and that must be played by the Latin 
American peoples. And all of this to what end? To the end 
of making an impact on the North American people and 
North American public opinion so that they realize that at 
this moment with this arms race and this search for military 
supremacy, the North American administration is not really 
announcing a victory to the North American people, but a 
real defeat, because we know that a war is going to signify a 
defeat for all of humanity and not the victory that someone 
in the United States may be dreaming of. 


A NUCLEAR CATASTROPHE? 


Do you believe that we still have time to avoid a 
nuclear catastrophe? 


| think that as long as they haven't pressed the red button 

we are still in time. Of course there has been no diminution 

_ of the escalation that has been taking place in this field. but 

. On the contrary the steps are still in the direction of a world 
confrontation. 


The North American government has taken positions of 
force, aggressive positions that really endanger all the 
efforts that have been made within the framework of the 
Geneva Treaty and the recent reunion in Madrid. All of this 
is endangered if they do not act rationally, and we have not 
lost hepe that international opinion, the governments of the 
developed countries friendly to the United States, 
persuade it to assume a reasonable stance and to 
understand that at this point that they cannot be playing 
with positions of force and that they have to really sit down 
and negotiate. 


THE FAILURE OF REAGAN'S POLICY 


Might not these aggressive positions and bellicose 
manifestations of the Reagan administration be 
interpreted as a symptom of the failure of that policy? 


The problem is that there is an insistence on defending 
that policy despite the fact that the policy has obviously 
failed, an insistence on maintaining it. Here in the region we 
see this clearly. The policy of the Reagan administration 
has failed here in the region. but they insist on continuing 
with it, and this obliges them to a greater and more direct 
commitment. And there is no sign that they are aware that 
they are exposing themselves to an even larger failure. 
though of course at a larger cost to our peoples. At the end 
they will have to understand that the solution of the problem 
is not by the way of force or military impositions nor 
intervention, but by the way of recognizing the rights of 
peoples. by way of acting rationally before the worid 
problerns that have been posed, such as nuciear 
armaments and the need to freeze nuclear armaments. 
with respect to halting the arms race. It cannot be the way of 
arrogance and hegemony. 


AN EXAMPLE OF IRRATIONALITY 


Commandant Ortega, what is your opinion 
concerning the reaction of the Reagan administration 
to the announcement that, faced with constant armed 
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aggressions against the country, Nicaragua is 
disposed to improve its defensive techniques? 


This is something that really discloses the irrationality of 
the U.S. policy. The reaction of the North American 
administration, logically enough. is a negative reaction as it 
has to be, because they would like to continue aiming 
blows at us, attacking us. while we remain with our arms 
folded and not seek means to defend ourselves. At a time 
when they are increasing their aggressive escalation 
against our peopie, in the contacts we have had with North 
American representatives and in messages they have sent 
us on other occasions through indirect means, they have 
proposed that we should not continue arming ourselves, 
and that we should even disarm ourselves, and this is 
something that can only be understood as coming from 
disorderly, totally confused reasoning and the irrational 
position of that administration.

As we Said, the United States insists on weakening the 
efforts toward negotiation in the region. They know that a 
mixed Nicaraguan-Costa Rican commission has been 
established, that there is an open dialogue and contacts 
despite the problems that have arisen concerning the 
activities of the counter-revolutionaries in Costa Rican 
territory. It is not the same as the situation with Honduras 
where we have no possibility of establishing a dialogue, 
because Honduras doesn't want to hoid a dialogue with 
Neereaue. We do have the possibility of a dialogue with 
Costa. Rica and the. mixed commission is functioning with 
contacts in Costa Rica and contacts in Nicaragua. The 
United States.is affected by this type of contacts and open 
dialogue between Costa Rica and Nicaragua and wants to 
break them up. Thus it sends its agents against Nicaragua 
to compromise the Costa Rican government by their 
actions. it is difficult for the Costa Rican government to 
deny this, and the North American representative 
automatically bobs up and offers his help and his backing. It 
is a typically clumsy North American manuever, there is no . 
other word for it because it is so transparent. They accuse 
Nicaragua, and the North American ambassador 
immediately threatens Nicaragua. They are interested in 
breaking up the Nicaragua-Costa Rica dialogue and 
establishing their troops in Costa Rican territory ta continue 
fencing in Nicaragua in this way. With troops openly 
established in Costa Rica along the border zone with 
Nicaragua, with the troops they already have in Honduran 
territory, and with the ships they have in the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans to close off the coasts of Nicaragua, the 
Nicaraguan nation would find itself in a state of siege. And | 
mention Costa Rica openly because we must not forget 
that they are promoting the movement of North American 
soldiers to Costa Rica with the story that they are going to 
engage in community works there and other similar things. 
So in this case the words of the North American 
ambassador in Costa Rica are aimed at achieving an open 
North. American military presence in Costa. Rica, 
supposedly to defend Costa Rica from the aggressions of 
Nicaragua. We think this is only designed to complete the 
fence around Nicaragua. 


NICARAGUA IS DETERMINED TO RESIST 


In case of a direct North American aggression, 
would Nicaragua accept the support of all the people 
and governments of the worid who wish to support 
her? 


In the event of a direct intervention, because we are 
already experiencing the war the United States has 
declared against us and the only thing lacking for a totally 
direct confrontation is the disembarking of their troops in 
our country, the Nicaraguan pecpie are prepared to meet 
and to resist North American intervention for as long as 
may be necessary. We know that to face a North American 
intervention would pose a very hard situation of enormous 
sacrifices by our people. It would be a matter of confronting 
a military power named the United States, the 
bombardments by its air force that is already overflying us, 
its warships and all of its technique of terror, but we are 
confident that in a war of resistance we will manage to 
neutralize the North American bombardments and all the 
display of force that they can make in our territory.

; nuestros: dias no significa sdlo “libro mas vendi- 
do”, como antes, sino que alude a ura nueva forma 
de hacer nov2las- la tendencia es mi:y evidente por 
regla generai, aunque en algunos casos, como el de 
Irving Wallace en La palabra y El documento R_.ode 
Frederick Forsyth’s en El Chacal, se aprecia. el valor li- 
terario de un profesional. Si referimos esas obras es 
porque en sus novelas mas recientes (La segunda 
dama, de Wallace, y La alternativa del diablo, de 
Fortsyth) dichos autores dan un giro de ciento 
‘ochenta grados: la tendencia en ellas aparece “a flor 
de piel” y da: la impresion de que tanto el tema co- 
mo la forma de elaborarlo y presentarlo les fueron, 
“sugeridos” por las transnacionales de la edicién, 
vinculadas a grupos econémicos de presién guber- 
namental o <z: los servicios de inteligencia de Occi- 
dente. En uno u otro caso, la finalidad de proseguir 
su propaganda subversiva contra el campo socialis- 
ta. El tema d2 las dos ultimas novelas mencionadas 
constituye una reelaboracion “artistica” de la infor- 
tnacion disto:sionada que ofrecen acerca del “comu- 
nismo” los medios de difusioén masiva. de los Estados 
Unidos y sus aliddos impenialistas. 


Detras de :ada best-seller tipico como analizare- 
mos después, hay un minucioso estudio previo clel 
auditorio, su.3 caragteristicas, composicion clasista, 
estudios de las motivaciones politicas de ciertos 
grupos, etc. Dentro del conglomerado de iectores, el 
sector constituido por la juventud —aygente potencial 
de un cambin social— ocupa un Jugar sobremanexa, 
importante en la infinidad del mensaje del best-se- 
ler y su pretendido efecto neutralizador 0 inhibidor 
de actitudes politico-ideoldgicas.

b) el realismo critico burgués, aunque esta presen- 
te en muchos, aparece debilitado intencional- 
mente. Las denuncias sobre su propio sistema 
funcicnar solo en el sentido de lograr cierto gxa- 
da Kp oo erica a nel me 
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kee the so-called best-sellers - a term that nowadays. 
no longer means just the most sold book but also a new 
way of making noveis — the perspective is obvious, as a 
general rule, although in some cases such as Irving 
Wallace’s The Word and Document A or Frederick 
Forsyth's Day of the Jackal, the professional's literary skill 
is evident. We refer to these works because in their more 
recent novels (Wallace's The Second Lady and Forsyth's 
The Devil’s Alternative,) the authors took an about turn. 
The perspective. in these novels is obvious. It is as if the 
plot, as weil as the way it is developed and presented, had ~ 
been “suggested” by the book transnationais, tied to 
government economic pressure groups or Western 
intelligence agencies. Whatever the case, the end-product 
Pursues a subversive propaganda campaign against the 
socialist camp. The two last-mentioned novels comprise an 
“artistic” reelaboration of distorted information about 
“communism” put out by the mass media of the United 
States and its imperialist allies. 


Behind every typical best-seller, as we will later analyze, 
is a preliminary painstaking study, of the audience, its 
characteristics and class composition, and studies of the 
political motivations of certain groups, .etc. Within the mass 
of readers, youth — potential agents of social change — are 
exceedingly important to the best-seller's message and its 
desired effect of neutralizing or inhibiting certain political- 
ideological attitudes. ; 


On the whole a prefabricated book, itis a kind of literature- 
that fulfills a broad ideological function in the internationai 
class struggle. The literature of capitalism against 
socialism. 


Other characteristic features of this type of confrontation ' 
novel can be outlined as follows: 


a) The treatment of very current themes, especiaily those 
regarding international political affairs. 


Bourgeois critical realism which, although present in 
many, appears intentionally weak. Criticism directed at 
its own system function only in the sense of lending a 
certain degree of “objectivity” to the message. 
supposedly placing the author in a neutral position 
- between the “two warring factions": capitalism and 
socialism. This tends to confuse the unsuspecting 
reader, but is illusory since its purpose is veiled or 
unveiled denigration of the progressive movements, the 
socialist camp and particularly the Soviet Union. 


Extremely precise descriptions of the functioning of any 
Capitalist institution. For example, in Jonathan Black's 
novel Qil, the entire monopolistic ail system and 
mechanism in the United States, as well as the relations

From a formal point of view. a journalistic language is 
used in the narration, resulting in an extraordinary 
dynamic style avoiding digressions that might bore the 
reader. The narrator may appear in any of the well- 
known roles, Out especially in the “objective” third 
perscn, somewnat removed from the characters. 
Regarding structure. action scenes are superimposed 
and juxtaposed movie-style. “Impressionism” could be 


said to describe the subjectivism and superticiality of 
* content. 


e) The combination of suspense, pornography and 
violence doled out according to the demands of the 
theme. 


Document R is a typical example of the role played by 
the best-seller in contemporary ideological confrontation. 
The plot, in brief, involves the imminent approval of the 35th 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution which would abolish 
all the articles referring to human rights. Once approved, a 
Council of Government wouid be set up, presided over by 
the director of the FBI. However, the 35th Amendment can 
only be invoked when “national security” is endangered. At 
this point, ultrasecret Document R enters the plot. 
Document R calls for the “reconstruction” of the United 
States with the FBI director arranging the murder of the 
nation’s president and assuming all the absolute powers 
embodied in the 35th Amendment. 


The plot can be summed up as follows: the constant 
threat of losing democratic freedoms and what that would 
mean to the U.S. people. The message or idea wouid be, in 
essence, the necessity to protect, at all costs, the 
democratic freedoms for which the U.S. system serves as a 
model. 


The publication — and immediate translation into Spanish 
— of this novel coincided with Jimmy Carter's presidental 
campaign and inauguration in 1977. His foreign policy 
platform raised the question of “human rights" to the level of 
a major issue. The connection between this work's 
publication and the U.S. sociopolitical context was no 
accident. The intent — which did not go beyond an 
embryonic stage — of reworking Kennedy's rhetorical 
positions into part of Carter's arsenal was a historical 
necessity pen the sharpening general crisis affecting all 
spheres of the capitalist system. For this reason, it is not 
strange that, as an ideological answer, writers’ pens played 
the game of government interests trying to restore the 
image of bourgeois democracy. 


The message of Document R is directed at the 
periphery of the capitalist system, an important zone where 
the monopolies export what has become known as 
transnational culture. The plot is socioiogically conceived 
on the basis of mass media information; and operating in 
the opposite direction in this case via a hypothetical 
question, the object is to neutralize an unfavorable 
changing wind of ideology and maintain the iilusion of 
Western democracy. In Document R a comparison is 
made about a new kind of “system” that threatens 
individuals’ liberties — a system that, without mentioning its 
name and therefore not referring to its concrete existence, 
suggests socialist society because certain significant 
features are attributed to it that are put out by bourgeois 
media about socialism. Between the artistry of this 
literature and the direct mass media information, the same 
ideological message, in essence, reaches individuals via a 
duality of forms: the emotional side suffers the impact of the 
best-sellers, whereas the rational, that of the news. 
Although these novels are considered by some intellectual 
purists as subliterature, they may prove irresistible to 


* young artists trying to develop as writers yet living the 


exploitation of capitalism. 


The best-seller says. in a subtly indirect and attractive 
way, what the imperialist radio, movies , press and 
television offer as an ideological product, like a subversive 
weapon, in the contemporary confrontation of ideas. So, 
when this literature is read its deceptive character should 
not be forgotten.

the same time, anti-communist organizations based in 
Miami and other cities are carrying out campaigns and 
hunger strikes and pressuring the Venezuelan government 
to free them, a move that would certainly meet with 
Satisfaction and approval on the part of the Reagan 
Administration. 


That incident was a case of sabotage. But what 
difference is there between that crime and the one recently 
orchestrated by the CIA when it made premeditated use, 
knowing the risks involved, of a Korean Air Lines piane 
carrying 269 passengers in order to carry out espionage 
over Soviet territory? 


In both cases there was an absolute lack of respect for 
human life, a tragedy that easily moves anyone with the 
slightest degree of sensitivity. However, this grief is not felt 
by the CIA, which with total lack of scruptes used innocent 
people as accomplices to the grave crime committed by the 
KAL plane, indentical to the planes normally used by the 
CIA for spy operations. The Reagan administration then 
tried to deceive the peoples of the world with its explanation 
of the incident in order to justify the arms race and Cold War 
policies of the United States. 


So it is easy to see why the declarations of former CIA 
officer Ralph McGehee have caused such a stir in the State 
Department. McGhee, author of the well-known book 
“Deadly Deceits,” worked for the CIA for 25 years in 
Southeast Asia as secret operations officer, paramilitary 
man and liason officer between the intelligence 
organizations of the Philippines, Taiwan and Japan. 


McGehee took part in a special event last week at a 
school in the state of Utah, and expressed there his 
conviction that “the KAL plane was sent loaded with 
espionage equipment into Soviet airspace in accordance 


United States and South Korea, but with the ‘incorrect 
assumption that it would not be shot down since it was a 
commercial flight.” 


The U.S. news agencies that made such an international 
scandal when the tragedy ocurred have not dedicated a 
single line now to McGehee’'s affirmations that "the act was 
planned by the United States” and that “the Boeing 747 was 
wandering over a zone where there are important military 
objectives, while at the same time another reconnaissance 
plane flew nearby and in space directly over the Boeing 
plane there was a U.S. spy satellite.” 


“This makes it necessary to view the incident from 
another angle", commented the New York Times last 
October 7, upon analyzing all the data now available 
regarding the tragedy. in which the Soviet anti-air defense 
was completely unaware that the plane used by the CIA for 
espionage purposes was on a commercial flight. 


Meanwhile, the Documentation Center at "Soberania’” 
has been able to establish that the connections between 
KAL and the CIA date back to the end of the 1960's, during 
the Nixon administration, and that former CIA director 
Richard McGarrah Heims signed a top secret agreement 
with KAL a time when that company was on the verge of 
bankruptcy. 


The information regarding the bankrupicy of KAL was of 
great interest to Richard Helms and other U.S. intelligence 
agencies due to the service they might obtain from it. They 
did not hesitate to grant the airline many millions of dollars 
in financial suppor and special privileges through the 
Boeing and McDonald Douglas corporations, which 
delivered almost immediately fourteen Boeing 747’s. five 
DC-10's. seven Boeing 707's and other planes tn order to 

revive” the company. By the mid-1970's. KAL had 
recuperated and obtained profits of 20 million dollars in 
1975 and 150 million dollars by 1982.

Helms born in Pennsyivania on March 30, 1913, in a 
aristoc‘atic Philadelphia neighborhood, and known © - 
Washington as the “King of Spies”, was head ot the CIA for 
almost seven years and played an important role not only in 
signinc the agreement with KAL, but also in the whave 
escala‘ion of the Vietnam War in the conspiracy against 
Chilean president Salvador Allende and in the “sewer” of 
Watergate, which forced Nixon out the White House. 


The CIA officers who knew ebout the KAL plans due to 
their irtimate ties with Heims were Admiral Rufus Taylor, 
Deputy Director; Desmend Fitzgerald, head of clandestine 
operations and Thomas Karamessines, who replaced 
Fitzgerald in July 1967; Inspector General Gordon Stewart: 
Edward Proctor, head of the information section, and 
Howard Osborn, head cf the Otfice of Security 


The agreement signeg more than ten years ago by the 
CIA ard KAL obliges the latter to permit the installation of 
radioe‘ectronic and photograpric equipment, especially in 
the Bceing planes. However the details which have now 
made t possible to gain more complete knowledge about 
the ex:stence of those commitments were provided by a 
colonel of South Korea's Aury Reserve, Chan Ben !n, 
consicered to be the pilot most trusted by forrner president 
Park Chung Hee. 


Dunng his frequent conversations with co-workers at 
KAL, pilot Chan Ben In often bcasted about the dangerous 
spy rnissions he carried out over Soviet territory and he 
even showed them sophisticated equipment installed by 
the CiA in order to spy on rnilitary objectives of other 
eh s during his frequent flig ats between New York and 

eul. 


Ancther fact which, according to international 
correspondents, has revealed the CiA’s great 
responsibility in the tragedy, was the “cautious” attitude 
assumed by KAL's vice presiclent Cho Chzum Gun, who 
chose to cover up the affair wien, after finding out about 
the tragedy, he declared that “he company must assume 
all responsibility for what has occured in the plane...", 
knowing that a careful investigation might reveai furtrer 
inforration on KAL’s agreement with U.S. military 
intelligence-agencies, 2s well zs the agreements with U Ss. 
corporations “Northrop” and “tlughes” to manufacture F-5 
fighter jets, combat helicopters and other arms in South 
Korea 


One cannot ignore or consider it merely fortuitous the 
inforration published in the Japanese paper “Tokyo 
Shimbun” regarding U.S. Defense Secretary's warning to 
Congressman L. McDonald zibout the “inadvisability” of 
travel'ng on the fatal <AL flight last August 31. Later it 
became known that six members of the crew on that flight 
were axperts in operating Spy equipment; however, it has 
been ‘tifficult to obtain their narnes since to do so would not 
be ir the interests of the U.S. and South Korean 
intelligence agencies, nor in the interests of KAL itself. 
What is even more serious, though, is that despite pressure 
from nany personalities and institutions in the U.S. and 
Europe, the South Kcrean airline has not revealed the 
compete list of passengers traveling on the fatal flight. 


In tre light of all these facts, there is no dobul about the 
cynicism, hypocrisy and inexcusable deceit on the part of 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan and other spokespeaple in 
Washington when, on the advice of the CIA, they 
characterized the airplane's penetration of Soviet airspace 
as “unintentional,” “accidental " and having “nothing to do 
with purposes of espionage,” and when they were fully 
conscious that they were trying to deceive international 
public opinion. 


The U.S., government acted in the same way in 
connection with the crime over Barbados, although cn that 
occasion it showed complete indifference to the fate of ihe 
victirs. and it has dove the same in many other cases 
where its. particular interpre:ation of what is “national 
security” has been used to justify criminal acts.

ries has bean scientiffcally proven that the economies 
of the imperialist countries, and particually that of the 
United States of North America, can only survive the 
irreversible crisis which confronts worid Capitalism — 
corroding like an incurable cancer — through starting an 
exaggerated arms race complemented by a perverse 
bellicose policy and nuclear blackmait. systematically 
propagated by all the propaganda which the large 
transnational information corporations, economically 
linked to the Military — Industriat Complex, have at their 
disposal. 


We shouid recall that tragedy experienced by humanity 
at the beginning of this century when the power centers of 
Europe developed massive armaments industries, and 
when bellicose and arrogant Germany, with the great 
power of its army, tried to dominate that continent and the 
world unleashing the First World War, which lasted 1914 
through 1918. Although it is true that Germany was 
defeated on the battlefield in the last year of that war, its 
bellicose and expansionist spirit was not beaten. Only 
twenty one years later, the schizophenic Adolf Hitler, by 
then head of the German state and brandishing the 
execrable doctrine of Aryan racial superiority, convinced 
the majority of the German peopie that along with fascist 
italy and Japan, this time they would dominate not only 
Europe but also the whole planet. Hitler, supported oy the 
National Socialist Party, had by that time already 
militarized the German economy on a large scale. Thus 
Nazi fascism dragged the world into the horrors of the 
Second World War. Although militarily crushedin 1945due | 
to the decisive participation of the Soviet Union, experience 
proved it impossible to do away with that preverse new 
ideotogy which hibernated in the minds of many North

Amercan military men and politicians of the upper 
echelons in different U.S administrations, and which 
emerged little by little in the form of a dangerous neo- 


fascism that has been in effec: for a number of years. 


As a result of this secord world conflagration, the 
European powers, with their economies destroyed and 
their industrial centers damaged, lost the main nucleus of 
armament power they had held. This became monopolized 
by the United States, constituting there the main source of 
capitalist accumulation for its large transnationals, of 
multibillion dollar bussinesses for the chiefs anc officers of 
the Pentagon and international political power for the Nerth 
American government 


The “death merchants” were however still not satisfied. 
They considered that t was also important to reconstruct 
the armaments industries in Europe for their transnational 
interests, especially since with the so-called Marshall Plan 
and the stationing of numerous North American troops on 
that continent, the government of the United States had 
established its political, economic and military dominion 
over ‘hose nations. Meanwhile, the White House, with the 
objective of pushing forward its world-wide hegemonic 
plans forced the European countries to constitute the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, NATO, when it hoisted its 
demcgogic banner of “anticommunism” complemented by 
the “cold war” policy and that of maintaining the world ‘on 
the edge of war”. 


These facts explain the vigorous growth of the Military- 
Industriat Comptex in.the United States, in whose core the 
blackest interests of the epauletted “hawks”, of the “death 
mercnants’ linked to corrupt members of Congress, and of 
the Executive are all intertwined. A fatal triangle which has 
as its highest representative President Ronald Reagan 
himself, and moves between the dark White House and the 
sobe’ building of the Pentagon. It also illustrates how the 
Complex, like a giant octopus, extends its tentacles from 
Washington not only over the =uropean countries, but also 
over others such as Israel and South Africa, where it can 
coun: on the supply of conventional weapons, row 
produced by those countries, in the case of any bellicose 
emergency. ; 


This large and monstruous octopus needs to feed on 
strategic raw materials to survive. These exist in 
abundance in our under-dev2loped countries which they 
call "he “Third World’. And this is the reason for the 
aggressive, interventionist and genocidal policy of the 
North American imperialists who, in ail five continents. try 
to maintain the status quo in those nations which have still 
not deen able to escape their powerful claws anc to 
recuperate at whatever cost the:r hegemony and dominion 
over those nations which , due to the heroic armed struggle 
of treir peoples, have cut ‘hrough the barbed wire of 
imperial injustice. This also explains the criminal decision 
of the current government of the United States to prevent

kindly offered him by the United States. 


Everyone knows these things .and naturally 
imagines that Nicaragua lives in a climate of 
blackouts, draconian censorship and belts tightened 
to the last notch. But it is in precisely these 
circumstances that the “Nicas” organize a popular 
musical festival, which is extraordinarily successiul, 
in Managua and others cities, and almost the next 
day call for a conference of intellectua's on the 
problems of Central America, with the participation of 
no iess than a hundred North Americans and two 
dozen Canadians, not to mention the various Latin 
Americans amongst whorm | include myself, which is 
why | am writing these lines from dearest Managua, 
between two discussion sessions and _ their 
corresponding debates. There is no question about 
it, | will have been here eignt times but Nicaragua will 
continue to surprise me; which is fortunate when / 
think of the grayness of so many countries that ! 
know, of the lack of imagination of so many 
governments which should make of that quaiity the 
springboard that they lack. 


The explanation of this apparent paraclox is 
straightforward: as on the day after the victory against 
the Somoza regime the Sandinista’ simultaneously 
launched the physical reconstruction of their country 
devastated by the war, anc a vast cultural plan based 
on iitcracy as the first stage, in the same way, they 
are determined now not to allow the harassment of 
their enemies to paralyse in any way the process 
started four years ago. They already know about war, 
but the fruits of culture began to show themselves 
only alittle while back, and any step backwards in this 
area would be rightly considered an indirect triumph 
for the enemy. The message of the popular slogan 
They Shail Not Pass gves far beyond the actual 
invasion which the Somocists and the other puppets 
of the United States are attempting. 


The conference which | am attending is one more 
facet of this cultural proiect. On the one hand it

In this area of the continuously debated

uncomfortable because | know that | am to end up 
throwing a bucket of cold water over some 
overheated heads. When they talk to me of this 
famous engagement, | think of the memorable 
Phrase of the humorist who said: “Engaged, engaged... 
they'd do better to get married’. 


It hardly seems possible that at this stage they 
continue burbling on with such vehement invocation 
about the intellectual's devotion to the political cause, 
that is (in burbling terms) that the cause comes first 
and then — yes, so many think, although they might 
not explicitly talk of priorities —, then the writing, then 
the literary experience, then the novel or the story or 
the poem, ughl. 


My bucket of cold water consists once again in 
saying that the commitment of the writer is essentially 
to literature and that it only really affects a liberating 
process when in turn it functions as literary 
revolution, understanding this to mean such things 
as experimentation, invention, the destruction of 
idols, Zen acts of writing that jolt the reader and turn 
him inside out like a glove, without dismissing the 
possibility that the writer enters to a lesser or a 
greater extent“into the specific ideological and 
political theme of the cause. 


! have noticed a notable blanching of some faces in 
various congresses. What do they make of the writer, 
a scribe seated in the Louvre? For my part ! am not 
stuck in abstractions, and ! repeat that our 
commitment exists, let there be no doubt that it 
exists, and that furthermore it is dual: in literature 
elevated to its greatest possibilities, and in criticism 
more necessary every day of the linguistic 
fossilization that frequently weakens and even 
annuls the revolutionary message. Our new wine 
needs new wineskins, and not only must the old 
adages be changed but also the structures of a 
language that bores me more each day when / listen 
to its monotonous tones, its devotional rosaries of 
words which automatically follow one another, such 
as “eternal Rome” or “millenial India’. 


And of course, in the meantime | enjoy myself 
immensely in this conference where Canadians, 
North Americans and we, those from further south.

Saree is my country: Puerto Rico. Official name: AFS 
{Associated Free State); Capital, San Juan; Area, 
8.896 sq. km; Population, 3.2 million on the island and 2 
million in the United States; Government, colony of. the 
United States. In a few words, the drama of a people. 


Christopher Columbus set foot.on Puerto Rico on 19 
November 1493 and when Ponce de Leén started the 
conquest he encountered the heroic resistance of the 
Arauco indians. 


On 23 September 1868, a group of Puerto Rican patriots, 
led by Ramon Emeterio Betances, with his first libertarian 
cry against Spanish domination, formally proclaimed the 
Republic. 


This heroic move, which was crushed by the military 
superiority of the colonial troops, marked the start of open 
conflict against the Spanish which continued until the 
1890's. As a result of this struggle, Spain was forced to 
concede a Charter of Autonomy to Puerto Rico permitting 
the election of its representatives to the Spanish Courts, 
total freedom of international trade and the right to exercise 
the powers and prerogatives of government. { 


On 25 July 1898, the United States militarily invaded the 
istand of Puerto Rico. In the Treaty of Paris signed after the 
Spanish-American war, Spain “ceded” Puerto Rico to the

the Supreme Court, Doctor Pecro Albizu Campos’ pointed 
out: “This Treaty is null and void. Spain was not able to 
cede =uerto Rico because Puerto Rico was not “res in 
comersium” (an object of trade). Puerto Rico was 
converted into a sovereign nation through the Charter of 
Autonomy, and Spain could not change this without the 
consett of Puerto Rico. The fundamental conceot of 
international law that would allow the conquest of one 
nation. by another through war, and the retention cf the 
victim as the property of the victor, should also be defunctin 
the Urited States”. 


Since the North American niitary invasion of Puerto 
Rico, ‘he metropolis has imposed a series of laws which 
basically establish the subjugation of this Caribbean 
country to the United States.

Six- 
teen years later the Jones Law, depriving the Puerto

Everyone remembers the heroic act of Lolita Lebron, 
Irving Flores, Rafael Cancel Miranda and Figueroa 
Cordero in the House of Representatives in Washington. 
This act was a reply to the fraud contrived by the United 
States in establishing the Associated Free State. 


It was in 1952 that the so-called “Associated Free State” 
was created, leaving intact the legal relationship between 
the metropolis and the colony. Puerto Ricans can vote fora 
governor, elect a Senate and a House of Representatives, 
municipal assemblies and mayors, but none of these can 
contradict the dispositions of the North American federal 
government and ail are subject to the Constitution and the 
three branches of the United States government. 


Currency, coastal traffic, taxes, the postal service, 
foreign relations, the armed forces, regulations for the 
protection of the environment, foreign trade, 
communications, customs, citizenship and the ultimate 
source of legislative power, are in the hands of the United 
States. 


The FBI and CIA operate freely in Puerto Rico. 

There are nuclear installations on the island which 
endanger the region, military bases in various places and, 
on the tiny municipal island of Vieques, there are naval 
bases. which periodically carry out operational practices. 
Vieques covers a total area of approximately 130 sq. km., 
of which almost 80°% has been taken from the inhabitants 
and is in the possession of the United States Navy. The 
inhabitants of Vieques are forced to live in a sort of ghetto 
within their own territory surrounded by barbed wire 
‘aunting a notice in English which reads: “No entry, 
restricted area.” The North American Navy uses Vieques 
for bombing practice, unloading and as a warehouse for 
bombs and armaments.

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The struggle for the removai of the United States Navy from 
Vieques is the most recent in tne battle of the Puerto Ricans 
to expel the North American armed forces from Puerto 
Rico The fishermen and the other inhabitants of Vieques 
have impeded the Navy's exercises on various occasions. 
The struggle for their eradication is one more stance taken 
in tre heroic battle of the Puerto Rican nation against 
colionalism and imperialism. 


Puerto Rico has also been used as a training base for 
reactionary bands, lika the exiled Cubans who participated 
in the unsuccessful CIA attempt agairist the Cuban 
revclution in the Bay of Pigs, 1961. 


Although it is euphemistically called the “Bridge between 
the Americas’, in reality Puerto Rico is a bridge of political 
and military aggression agairist its brother peoples of Latin 
America. 


As a result of political and economic dependence, the 
situation of the Puerto Rican people in general, and that of 
women and children in particular, is dramatic. 


A-ound 70 percent of the population on Puerto Rican 
territory lives in conditions of extreme poverty. Around 40 
percent of the inhabitants have had to emigrate to the 
United States in search of work where they live on the 
margins of society, subject to discrimination and the 
highest poverty rate amongst the inhabitants of that nation. 


The economy of Puerto Rico is one of the rnost open in 
the world. It depends on foreign markets for more than half 
its general consumption and for around two thirds of its 
food consumption. Foreign capital controls 90 percent of 
manufacturing assets, and more than 70 percent of assets 
in land, sea and air transpor::. 


Cespite this domirion, the metropolis is uneasy. Facing 
the evident economic and ideological crisis in colonialism 
anc growing international pressure demanding the right of 
the Puerto Rican people to self-determination and 
independence, the North American government sees the 
need to present a definitive solution to the political status of 
the island. One of the alternatives with which the Yankees 
are toying is the annexatio’ of Puerto Rico as a federal 
state of the United States. Gerald Ford pointed out, in 1 978, 
that Puerto Rico should be converted into the 51st state of 
the North American Jnion. 


iy the same way there are attempts to give a new 
autonomous veneer to the so-called “Associated Free 
State”, granting the colonial government certain powers 


currently in the hancs of the North American Congress. 


“he UN has been clear in this respect. The General 
Assembly periodically ratifies the resolutions of the Special 
Decolonization Committee which defines Puerto Rico as a 
colony and dismisses annexation as a solution to the 
problem of its status. It establishes that, subject to the full | 
transfer of powers to the Puerto Rican people by the North | 
American government, only tne Puerto Ricans ‘can, in an 
ac’ of absolute sovereignty, opt for Snme of the two 
alternatives that it recogiizes: independence or free 
association. 


nternational solidarity constitutes one of the strategic 
nilars in the struggle for independence in Puerto Rico, 
through which a wide concensus of support has been 
acnieved. But it is imperative that an intense and 
permanent campaign continue to propagate solidarity for 
the colonial situation of Puerto Rico and the cleferise of the 
struggle for independence.

sv “he young and vigcrous North American imperialism 
cf 1915, had by that time resolved its internal 
problems with the war of secession and had expanded its 
frontiers to their full extent with the annexation of Texas, 
New Mexico and California. It then launched a search for 
new markets for its surplus and living space beyond .ts 
frontiers in what was to be its “mare nostrum” -- the 
Caribbean — in a modern version of the Monroe Doctrine 
with the corollaries of Theodcre Rooselvelt ant his “big 
stick” Three countries, Nicaragua, the Dominican 
Republic and Haiti were: militarily occupied by the marines. 
They stayed longest in Haiti (19 years) during which time

hegemony by well-known means. One of these was the 
creation of a Guard, an “indigenous military force at their 
service. In Nicaragua a member of this Guard, Somoza, 
took power. In the same way, his counterpart Trujilio 
followed in the Dominican Republic. In Haiti the scenario 
was slightly different; it was its own army which put 
Francois Duvalier into the presidential seat in 1957. Before 
dying and after 14 years of bloody dictatorship, he 
designated his son, Jean-Claude, as his successor to the 
“life presidency’. 


From 1915 to 1934, the North Americans had three 
objectives in Haiti: control of customs and finances, control 
of the economy, and the disarmament of the people, who 
had remained armed since the war of independence. 


It could be said that the North Americanas achieved their 
objectives and that to this day their control remains 
immutable despite transient contradictions in the 
Duvaliers’ behavior. 


Today North American imperialism exercises almost 
total control over national production, finances and trade, in 
culture and, of course, in political life, 


In addition to the traditional production sectors, it also 
controis the most dynamic sector of the economy, 
manufacturing production, of which they wish to make a 
perfect model of economic dependence. It was not for 
nothing that General Vernon Walters, during a visit to Haiti 
in April 1981, after declaring, “| am here to prepare the 
future of Haiti with you...”, developed a full panegyric on the 
industries of the “sous traitance” as the key to economic 
success and development for Haiti. 


On a wider scale, the Haitian economy has been 
characterized during the last decade by the great 
importance of off-shore industries, which canstitute 26% ot 
the gross national product. 


The production of toys and sporting equipment 
increased from 3.5 million dollars in 1970 to 40.6 million in 
1979. That of clothing increased from 1.7 million dollars in 
1970 to 54 million in 1979. That of electrical goads rose 
from 0 in 1970 to 13 million in 1979, whiie that of other 
electronic equipment rose from 0 to 11 million, in the same 
period. This production is controlled by 162 North 
American companies. 


In an official government publication ) the following are 
pointed out as some of the reasons for investing in Haiti: 


1. A peaceful environment of democratic respect for law 
and order. 


2. The friendly attitude of the Haitian authorities and 
citizens towards foreigners. 


3. . Facilities for direct contact by air and sea between Port- 
au-Prince and the other major ports. 


4. The low cost of labor. 
5. The capacity of our workforce, easy to train. 


6. The absence of any kind of exchange control over the 
transference of capital. 


7. The absence of restrictions on the employment of 
foreigners as managers, supervisors, etc. 


A system of tax exemptions and customs exemptions 
is incorporated. 74.6% of these factories use raw 
materials from abroad ‘). 67% of businesses export 
their products to the North American market and oniy 

% produce for the home market. 


About 40.000 people, 80% of the workforce, are 
concentrated around the joint industries. It should be 
pointed out that in 1981 there was a 13% reduction in 
production. These industries, which have accentuated 
dependency, have had an annual growth rate of 41%

Si hay una superexplotacicn de los trabajadores 
haitianos y de los recursos naturales del pais, de 
parte de las transnacionales norteamericanas, por el 
otro lado hay un apoyo financtero cue preveé, a pesar 
de los gritos escandalizados de les organismos in- 
ternaciona.es sobre la corrupcion del régimen, una 
ayuda de 530 millones de dolares juara los proximos 
tres anos. 


Pero cuando viene el genezal Walters, no es solo 
para hablar de empresas manufactureras, last but 
not the least, hablan de ayuda militar.

LA CRISIS DEL MODELO ECONOMICO 
Y POLITICA JEAN-CLAUDISTA 


1 8 de agosto de 1981 Jean-Claude Duvalier da 
un discurso en elcual declara que “el sector agricola 
ha fracasado”, que “el modode produccion y la fuer- 
te concemragion de los ingresos tivo como corolano 
un6pecim: eno. sensible de las importaciones ce los 
preductos-ahmenticios y de bienes de consum9 du- 
rables‘no esenciales” y que “en el campo del empleo 
y dé tos ingresos, los sectores dirigidos hacia la ex- 
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In tne five plan for economic and social development 
1981-86), the Haitian government concluded that these 
enterprises are only marginaily integrated in the national 
aconcmy and that they have no industrializing effect. 


Witn regard to industry in general, the same plan 
conciudes that, apart from joint industries, Haitian industry 
is cortined to ordinary consumer goods. 


The super-exploitation of Haitian workers is indicated by 
their salaries. Below is a compilation of data on the 
minimum salaries earned by workers in joint industries in 
the Caribbean.©):

Reynolds, a North American company which extracts 
bauxite, announced the closure in 1983 of its plant. This 
company, which also extracts and directly exports gold and 
other metals without any government control, after 
exhausting the bauxite depos ts, closed its doors and left. 


Or 21 December 1981, Roriald Reagan wrote Ouvaliera 
letter commenting on how General Haig had been 
impressed by the support of the Haitian government for 
private enterprise and economic reform: “*...(the) firm 
oppcsition (of Duvalier) to Cuban adventurism and his 
constant cooperation in various multilateral aspects." 


“| was very pleased to read in your letter that the 
Haitian government upholcs our aims of promoting 
international economic development. We wish to assure 
you that Haiti will be a mature partner in the Caribbean 
basin initiatives...” 


Wile there is super-exploitation of Haitian workers and 
of the country’s natural resources by the North American 
transnationals, on the other hand there is financial support. 
This is anticipated to be 530 million dollars aid in the next 
three years, despite the scaridalized cries of international 
organizations about the regime’s corruption. 


But when General Walters came it was not only tc speak 
of rnanufacturing.enterprises, last but not least, he spoke of 
military aid. According to Tha New York Times of 7 May 
198°, the Pentagon offered Duvalier 300 million dollars 
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je internacionales no han podido crear los efectos 
multiplicadores”.

Segun este mismo documento oficial el gobierno 
haitiano, mientras que en 1976 se estimaba que el 
48,27% dela poblacion tenia un ingreso inferior al li- 
mite admisible de pobreza, esta proporcion alcanza 
un 68,9% en 1980. Durante estos ultimos cinco anos, 
elingreso medio por habitantes ha disminuido enun 
1.4%, pasando de 962 gourdes anuales a 949. Nada 
cambio a nivel de la distribucioén de los ingresos: 
40% de Ja poblacion recibe menos del 15% del ingre- 
so, mientras que el 20% acapara el 50% del ingreso. 
Las 4.000 familias mas ncas del pais tienen un ingre- 
so per capita de 50.000 gourdes anuales. 


La tasa de desempleo es del 50%. El consumo dia- 
rio de calorias per capita es de 1.900, siendo lo nor- 
malmente aceptado 2.375. 


Estos textos oficiales del gobierno haitiano tienen 
claramenite entre sus metas el obtener ayuda de los 
organismos internacionales y de los gobiernos que 
lo sostiene, pero se constituyen al mismo tiempo en 
las actas de acusacion mas graves que se le pueden 
levantar a 25 afios de duvalierismo y apoyo nortea- 
mericano. Terminan entonces pidiendo para los 
proximos 5 anos 6.810 millones de gourdes del exte- 
rior, es clecir, 1,362 millones de dolares, principal- 
mente del BID, de los Estados Unidos, del Banco 
Mundial, del Mercado Comun Europeo , del PNUD, 
del PAM, dela CEE, de la CDI, de la Republica Fede- 
ral Alemana, de Taiwan e Israel. 


Esta gravisima crisis economica y social se vio 
acompanada de otra igualmente fuerte a nivel politi- 
co. 


Inmediatamente después de la eleccion de Re- 
agan y antes de que este asumiera el poder, Jean-

Newsweek of 8 October 1981, quoted by a clandestine 
Haitian newspaper, pointed out that the Haitian police are 
trained in Chile, and naval officers, in the United States. 


The natural port of Moie de Saint Nicolas where 
Columbus disembarked in front of the Wind Passage, long 
coveted by ail the powers in the Caribbean, now seems to 
have been earmarked to replace the Guantanamo base. 
This is the principal card which the Jean-Claude Duvalier 
government and the North Americans are currently 
playing. 


THE CRISIS OF JEAN-CLAUDE’S 
ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL MODEL 


On 8 August 1981, Jean-Claude Duvalier gave a speech 
in which he declared: “the agricultural sector has failed”, 
that: “the mode of production and the heavy concentration 
of revenue has shown as a corrollary a tangible increase in 
the importation of food products and non-essential durable 
consumer goods”, and that: “in the area of employment and 
of income, sectors directed towards exportation, in 
particular the international joint industries, have not been 
able to create multiplying effects”. He also said that: “the 
state’s lack of efficiency and strength... has contributed to 
the creation of a level of expenses incompatible with our 
real needs and our income levels”. He ended with a cail for: 
“substantial aid, indispensible for peace in the face of 
communist infiltrations in Central America, to be lent to 
Haiti.” 

This speech, as we shail see later, had as its principal 
objective the attraction of foreign aid (which was beginning 
to be limited due to the regime's incapacity and corruption). 
This was an attempt to appear both aware of the gravity of 
the crisis and to display willingness to change. However it 
was also the open confession of the failure of Jean- 
Claude's economic policy based on making Haiti the Hong 
Kong of the Caribbean.

The deficit in the balance of trade went from (-) 794.9 
million gourdes ‘ in the 1978-80 period to (-) 1,119.6 
million gourdes in the 1980-81 period. 


According to this same official document of the Haitian 
government, while it was estimated that in 1976 48.27% of 
the population-had an income below the official poverty 
line, this proportion rose to 68.9% in 1980. Buring the last 
five years, the average income per capita has decreased 
by 1.4%, a drop from 962 to 949 gourdes anuaily. The 
distribution of revenue is unchanged: 40% of the 
population receive less than 15% of the revenue, while 
20% monopolize 50% of the revenue. The country’s 4,000 
richest families have an annual income of 50,000 gourdes 
per capita. 


There is a 50% unemployment rate. The daily calorie 
consumption per capita is 1,900, while the accepted norm 
is 2,375. 


These official texts of the Haitian government clearly 
have among their objectives that of obtaining aid from 
international organizations and from the governments who 
sustain them. At the same time they constitute the gravest 
record of accusation possible after 25 years of the Duvalier 


. system and North American support. They end therefore 


by requesting 6,810 million gourdes from abroard for the

El gobierno de Duvalier ha autorizado el retorno 
de los marir.os norteamericanos al acordar, desde el 
30 de septiembre de 1980, el patrulaje en ias aguas 
territoriales haitianas. Esto fue denunciado ante la 
opinion publica, hasta dentro de Haiti, como un acto 
de violacién al derecho de determinacion de los pue- 
blos y como muestra del tipo de relazion colonialista 
existente entre esos gobiernos.

The very grave economic and socia crisis is 
accompanied by another crisis equally intense, at the 
political level. 


Immediately after Reagan's election but before he 
assured power, Jean-Claude started a wave of repression 
agairst a movement wrich sprang up in Haiti as a result of 
so-calied political liberalization -— the other pillar of the 
Jean-Claude system Journalists, unionists and 
independent parties were victims of this repression. 
However, in 1981, Jean-Claude had to talk again of poiitical 
liberalization. On 22 Septernber this year for the 25th 
anniversary of the Duvalier regime, 25 political prisaners 


were released, municipal elections promised, and an 


orgarization for the defense of human rights created, 
compcsed of several well-known independent persons and 
two bishops. Even so, i: could not prevent the outbreak of 
the type of scandais to which public opinion had grown 
accustomed from its regime. 


It was within the framework of this control that 
international organizations tried to apply pressure, in 
February 1982, for the appciritment of Herve Bazin, an 
officia! of the World Bark, as Minister of the Economy and 
Finarices. He denounced the total corruption which reigns 
in Port-au-Prince customs, centers for smuggling and for 
the theft of foreign cars. Bazin proposed the organization of 
ministries and the implementation of fiscal measures for 
the retrieval of certain taxes. 


Twe members of Jean-Claucle’s cabinet, the Minister of 
the Prasidency and the Foreign Minister, both consicered 
strong government men, were later arrested anc accused 
of corruption. In July 1980, Bazin himself was removed 
from office three weeks after a ‘rip to Washington. 


The numerous minisierial crises continued shaking the 
regime. But the principal scandal was the arrest of Jean- 
Claude's brother-in-law for drug trafficking in Puerto Rico, 
in Aor 1982. 


The massive flignt 0° Haitians to the coasts of Florida 
enorrnously increased curing 1:380 and 1981, at the rate of 
4,000 a month, taking the population of the under- 
deveicped province within the walls fo the empire. The 
object of this emigratior was to escape poverty and terrer, 
but it was also a sort of paci‘ic struggle by a unarmed 
peopie faced with the hordes. of Duvalier’s oppressive 
system. Whole communities left, including women and 
children, going to their deaths or to US concentration 
camps 


Duvalier’'s government has authorized the return of 
North American marines, agreeing to their patrol of Haitian 
territonal waters beginning 30 September 1980. This was 
denounced by public opinion. even inside Haiti, as an act 
that violates people's right to self-determination and as a 
display of the colonialis: nature of the relationship existing 
between those governments.
